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Computer firm reneges 
on school contract 


‘A quick decision by Superintendent 
of Schools Walter Pierce, has retriev- 
ed school administrators from a 
ticklish situation and insured that 
schools will re-open on schedule this 
fall. 

At the June 30 School Committee 
meeting, Pierce announced that 
TimeShare, Inc., the firm hired to 
write programs for the School 
Department's computer, had decided 
to withdraw from the area of student 
records. They would be unable, 
Pierce said, to complete a five-year 
contract they had signed with the 
Town of Wilmington. 

Of the three services TimeShare 
had contracted to provide, report 
cards, attendance and scheduling, the 
firm would complete the first two for 
this year, Pierce said. They would 
not, however, be able to handle the 
scheduling for the fall 1978 opening of 
school, 

Because of the time factor, Pierce 
said, he could not wait to discuss the 
matter with the School Committee. 
He contacted Westinghouse, the firm 
which originally handled the School 
Department's data processing before 
the purchase, of the in-house com- 
puter, and arranged for them to do the 
fall scheduling. The cost for this ser- 


Driver killed in truck

Many of Wilmington’s coaches have 
their jobs back. Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce announced last 
Friday, June 30 that all incumbent 
coaches had been re-appointed 
providing they had applied before a 
June 23 deadline. 

According to Pierce, the remaining 
vacancies would be advertised in area 
newspapers. 

The coaches re-applications were 
necessitated by a new policy, voted in 
at the June 14 School Committee 
meeting, which called for the annual 
re-posting of all coaching positions 
within the School Department. 

The policy evoked a wave of protest 
from coaches, teachers and school 
department personnel. A formal 
grievance filed in response to the rul- 
ing’ by the Wilmington Teachers 
Association will be heard at the July 
12 meeting of the School Committee. 


vice, said Pierce, would be $3,184. 
TimeShare, however; has agreed to 
make a complete repayment to the 
town of the first year’s cost of $5,600, 
he said, while still completing report 
cards and attendance for the first 
year. 

Last September, the School Depart- 
ment purchased a Digital Equipment 
mini-computer. The cost of the com- 
puter, at slightly over $14,000 a year 
for three years, was a considerable 
savings, it was reasoned, when com- 
pared to the $18,000 annual cost to con- 
tract out all the School Department 
data processing with Westinghouse. 
In addition, the new computer could 
be used for educating Wilmington 
youngsters. 

Aside from its purchase price, 
however, the School Department had 
signed a five-year contract, now 
defunct, with TimeShare to provide a 
program and related software for 
$4800 the first year and $1200 for the 
next four years. The contract also in- 
cluded $800 for a special telephone 
hook-up which is also to be refunded 
by the company. In addition, two air 
conditioners#had to be installed in the 
computer room which hadn't 
previdusly been planned on. 

According to Pierce, the computer 


is currently, meeting the school's 
purely educational needs. In August, 
he said, the School Department's new 
data processing director, Dr. William 
Spencer, will meet with the School 
Committee to discuss directions that 
might be taken next year to meet ad- 
ministrative data processing needs. 

He said they ‘might possibly buy into 
other packages to do on the school 
computer.” 

“We won't bite for it until we are 
sure it’s a tried and true operation,” 
he said. 

TimeShare, recommended by 
former Data Processing Director Ed 
Sousa, was a newcomer to the area of 
student records. 

“We don’t want to be a trial 
balloon,” said Pierce. He probably 
should have added the word ‘‘again.”” 

According to Pierce, TimeShare, 
which has been successful in a 
number of other computer areas, lost 
a great deal of money on the student 
records venture with Wilmington and 
Salem, Mass Pierce said that 
although the town had a five-year con- 
tract with the firm, he felt it would be 
unwise to force completion of the con- 
tract because he could not be con- 
vinced they would be happy with the 
product

He 
was making a motion to rescind the 
earlier action, he said, because he 
believed annual’ re-posting. would 
foster insecurity among coaches by 
making them more vulnerable to 
pressure from small groups with par- 
ticular, personal interests; and 
because he believed it would impede 
long-range planning of athletic 
programs. 

“When I have developed a

Melzar restored faith in town government 


Funeral services for Harold Eber 
Melzar, former selectman, former 
town manager and former water com- 
missioner of Wilmington will be:held 
at 2 p.m. Wednesday in the 
Congregational Church. Mr. Melzar 
passed away at his summer home, in 
Boothbay Harbor, last Saturday. He 
s 89 years old, and had been retired 
for some years. 

A native of Boston, he had lived in 
the home his father bought overlook- 
ing Silver Lake since 1902, and 
graduated from both the Wilmington 
High School and the Mechanics Arts 
School of Boston. 

One of the memories of those who 
lived near Silver Lake, sixty odd years 
ago, was young Harold Melzar, skir- 
ting the shores of the lake every mor- 
ning, on his way to take the 8:11 a.m. 
train to Boston at the old Silver Lake 
railroad station. Mr. Melza¥, after 
graduating from school, became a 
clerk for the Eastern Steamship lines. 

He proved to be a man who could 
enjoy the trust of all who knew him, 
and became a noteworthy person in 
the financial world of Boston. He 
became the secretary and treasurer 
of the Eastern Steamship Lines. The 
Dumaine family was one of the 
holders of Eastern Steamship, and 
Helsir became a trustee of the 


Dumaine Trust, and other trusts. He 
also became a director and secretary 
of the Amoskeag Company of New 
Hampshire, prominent in the cotton 
manufacturing world of half a century 
ago. 

Locally he became associated with 
the Reading Co-Operative Bank, and 
was a vice president and director of 
that bank. He was a member of the 
Boston Athaneum, the Salem 
Athaneum, a Past Commander of the 
Coeur dg Lion Commandery of 
Charlestown, and a Past Master of 
Friendship Lodge AF & AM and Past 
Patron of Acacia Chapter 0.E.S. 

He served as a selectman of 
Wilmington for some years, than as 
moderator, and as Trustee of Trust 
Funds. 

For the people of Wilmington one of 
the great moments of Melzar's life 
was the day he was appointed Town 
Manager, in 1962. The selectmen had 
been disagreeing for months, the 
previous town manager had resigned, 
and Melzac’s appointment was the 
first time in months in which the 
selectmen could vote unanimously. 


Melzar restored confidence to the 
town. He kept a three minute hour 
lass, the kind used to time the cook- 
ing of eggs, on his desk. He would

Later he became chairman of the 
Board of Water Commissioners. One 
of his statements at that time was 
that Wilmington had the Second Best 
Water in Massachusetts. 

He knew of no place with better 
water, he would explain, but perhaps 
there was such a place. 

He was the husband of the late Edna 
Francés (McKusick); and the son of 
the late Eber Parker Melzar and 
Georgianna Eugenia (Greene). He is 
also survived by his daughters Mrs. F. 
Talbot (Marjorie) Emery of Boothbay 
Harbor, Maine; Mrs. Robert A. 
(Eugenia) Shepard of Boxford and 
Mrs. Leon L. (Elizabeth) Pullen, Jr.

Sweetheart taps 
employee opinions 


At Sweetheart Plastics in 
Wilmington, employee 
relations is a serious business. 

‘The company, which recent- 
ly won two awards for its 
employee communications 
programs - one from the 
Public Relations Society of 
America and one from the 
Publicity Club of Boston, sets 
great store by the opinions of 
its workers 

It conducts a company-wide 
opinion survey once every 
three years and periodically 
polls its employees on specific 
problems. Occasionally, too, 
individual departments are 
the targets of more limited 
surveys 

‘The triennial survey, a 
successful institution at 
Sweetheart, requires a great 
deal of advance planning and 
attention to detail 

In February of the survey 
year, a task force of 30 to 35 
‘employees is assembled from 
all areas of the plant. In 

reh, Sweetheart Vice 
President Dick Tufenkjian 
meets with the group to ex- 
plain their responsibilities 
which include the planning, 
implementation and evalua- 
tion of the survey 


The survey Itself is con- 
ducted in May in the company 
cafeteria by University 
Center, Inc., a Boston con- 
ssulting firm.” Participation in 
it is on @ purely voluntary 
basis. 

“Although Sweetheart has 
the data processing capability 
to conduct the survey itself, 
management there believes 
that employees will be more 
willing to participate and 
Tore honest in thelr opinions 
if they know that no one from 
the company will see the com- 
pleted questionnaires 

‘The actual polling is barely 
half of the complicated 
process. Once the survey 
Tesults are returned from the 
University Center, the task 
force begins the most difficult 
phase of its work. 

Dividing into subcom- 
mittees, each of which con- 
siders about four areas of the 
survey, they meet weekly for 
& period of approximately 
‘eight weeks to discuss the sur- 
vey and make recommen- 
dations based on its results 

Some examples of areas 
dealt with are working con- 
ditions, wages and benefits, 
communications, top manage- 


ment, cafeteria services, job 
security, company reputation 
and workload. 

‘A November deadline is set 
for the submission of 
recommendations to a special 
committee of key company 
personnel, appointed to decide 
which recommendations can 
be implemented immediately, 
which need further study and 
which are totally unuseable. 

‘According to Sweetheart 

, the implemen- 
tation rate is about 90 per 
cent. 

Results of the survey and 
task force recommendations 
are published in a special edi- 
tion of the company 
newspaper. As each 
recommendation is im- 
plemented, a notice is posted 
on a bulletin board giving 
credit to the task force for the 
new idea. 

In addition to its employees 
enjoying the involvement in 
making improvements and 
solving company problems, 
top managers at Sweetheart 
have said they have found that 
task force suggestions are 
usually practical, easy to im- 
plement and effective in mak- 
ing improvements.
